proportion of local pecds 
the greater part has to be 
imported. Hongkong will 
probably never he entirely 
self-sufficient (hough it can 
be hoped thal new scientific 
methods and intense 
development will grently 
relieve our present depen- 
dence on imported fuods, 


For there. is a story of 
plensing achievement to re- 
cord about the growth of 
farm produce and fish in 
recent years which our Un 
Long exhibition does not 
tell. Few for example realise 
that after feeding them- 
selves the New Territorics 
people produce GO per cent 
of the vegetables we con- 
fume, 29 per cent of the 
potk, 12 to 16 per cent of 
the eggs and poultry and 
about eight per cent of the 
rice. As for flah, but for 

_ recent. restrictions, the 
lacal flect sould be aupply- 
ing all our needs, And the 
chances are that with 
vegetables, pigs and poul- 
try, algnificant increases in 
production can be expect- 
ed.

The poultry will be coming, 
from the Mainland, but it is not 
known in what quantiles, ace 
cording to Mr Yip Yeuk-lam, of 
the Chinese General Chamber 
of Commerec. 


Hongkeng depends on the 
Mainland for the bulk of her 
poultry, and over the past few 
months, the regular flow of 
poultry from China to Hongkong 
has been halved. Approximate- 
ly 6-7,000 picces of poultry aro 
being imported daily, 


The Trouble 


But according to Mr Yip, we 
are not desperately short. He 
expects that cs Chinese Now Year 
appreaches, there should be 4 
rise in the amount of poultry 
voovnag from The Matniared. 

He believes that the fall in the 
nmount of poultry coming in hed 
something to do with transporta- 
ticn troubles. ‘He sald that almast 
all the poultry being brcught to 
Hongkong was com from 

yangtung throu anton. 
wre vip sali the higher 
prices for poultry during, this 
season were usual, but it hs 
never been quite so high as it 
is at present. Dealers usually 
add 20-30 per cent on to the 
price during Chinese New 
Yeur, but never 50 per cent. 


Price Increase 


One big Chinese restaurant 
manager said this morning he 
was not feellng the pinch of the 
shortage, but he was feeling the 
Increase in price, He had a con-

By Agreement 

Mr Desmond Mayne sald in 
his opening address that by 
agreement between Hongkong 
and the American: Treasury, 
certain categories of goods pre- 
sumed to be of Chinese or 
Korean origin may be imported 
into the United States from 
Hongkong provided they were 
covered by a comprehensive 
certificate of origin and 
provided thet certain fixed 
procedures had been gone 
through in relation to the goods 
in order to qualify them. 

Tho various procedures were 
designed to ensure that the 
goods’ certified were manufac- 
tured or processed in fhe 
Colony, Mr Mayne sald 

These procedures varicd. For 
shrimps and prawns, the pro- 
cedures lafd down were that 
the commodity had to be landed 
at Aberdeen Fish Market from 
a Hongkong-registered vessel 
then sold at an suction con- 
ducted by the Co-operative and 
Marketing Department. 

The commodity also had to 
be sold to registered buyers and 
be escorted to the cold store by 
a marketing inspector. At the 
Cold Store, the shrimps and 
prawns were required to be 
kept in specified places separat- 
ed from any Chinese or uncertl- 
fied shrimps and prawns. 

The  shr and = rawns 
would then be processed and 
later the process would be sealed, 
by a DCI. Revenue officer, in 
erder to make for wastage in 

rocessing, the Department -al- 
wed for wastage up to 25 per 
cent. 


Account 


Mr Mayne said that the 
ousntity of ‘thes> Hongkong 
shrimps and prawns would be 
entered in o stock account. 

The exporter had to apply to 
the Department of Commerce 
and Industry for cxportatlon 
and for a certificate of -origin. 
Details ‘of this would be entered 
in the Department's register and 
the stock was checked. 

The application would be 
approved only jf thero were 
sufficient’ Hongkong  stirimps 
and prawns to ¢over the appli- 
cation. Once this was ap; 
the stock account would be 
debited with the amount and 
the DC&I prepared another form 
which was collected by the ex- 
porter or his agent from the 
Comprehensive Certificate of 
Origin Office.

Mr Mayne said Pan Asia 
Supply Company of 302 Des 
Vocux Road Central, second 
floor, was a partnership of the 
three defendants all of whom 
took an active port in its 
management. The second de- 
fendant was the. manager ond 
the third was its export 
manager, They specialised’ In 
exports to the United States. 

In Fibruary, 1956, the cone 
pany registered with the DC & 
I for certificates of origin to 
export chrimps-and prawns to 
the United States, It was agreed 
that the processing of shrimps 
and prawns would be carricd 
out at the Dairy Farm Cold 
Storage at East Point. 


Early in 1957 the importation 
of Hongkong shrimps and 
prawns to USA was stopped, 
but it was resumed in June, 
and apptrently since then the 
business of Pan Asia had been 
almost exclusively exportation 
of shrimps and prawns fo the 
USA and Sts dependencies. 


Seized 


According to Crown -Counsel, 
In March 1957 rn Investigation 
into the affalrs of the company 
started ond o great number of 
documents, accounts and Ictters 
were seized aot their office, at 
the Dairy Farm and also at the 
Department of Commerce and 
Industry. 


It was found that the Dairy 
Ferm had on a number o 
occasions released from cold 
store against Commerce and 
Industry forms uncertified 
shrimps and prawns for ship- 
ment under certificates of 
origin. 


It wus also discovered that on 
five separate occasions applica- 
tions under DC & I forms for 
certificates of origin for a total 
of 01,000 Ibo of chrimps and 
prawns had not been dealt with 
fg they should have in the stock 
account kept by the Department. 

Mr Mayne sald that investiza- 
tions were also made in respect 
of the 25 per cent wastage 
allowe2 ssid it ceme to Hght that 
although the normal wastage 
in the processing was actually 
nearer. 35 per cent than 25 per 
cent, vary: according to the 
‘size of ihe shrimps, Pan Asia 
always managed to have only 
25 per cent wastage. “The in- 
ference being that the difference 
hod came from . uncertified
